Promptly  falling  into  line  to  help  se- 
cure the  $10,000  officially  designated

The  distinguished  singer,  who  was 
the  guest  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  D. 
Spreckels  for  the  day  and  night  at 
their  home  on  Glorietta  Terrace, 
Coronado,  overlooking  Tent  City, 
was  taken  to  the  band  pavilion  by 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  A.  Cheney  and 
Claus  Spreckels  in  the  limousine  of 
the  latter,  being  met  at  the  entrance 
of  the  band  stand  by  a  group  of  little

Coronado  has  one  of  the  best  sys- 
tems of  public  parks,  to  be  found  in 
any  city  of  the  country.  This  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  when  the  city  was 
planned  special  attention  was  given 
to  parks.  Two  full  blocks  were  re- 
served for  park  purposes  between 
Sixth  and  Seventh  streets  on  both 
sides  of  Orange  avenue.  One  of  these 
is  set  out  in  trees,  shrubbery  and 
lawns,  and  the  opposite  block,  which 
is  the  site  of  the  free  public  library, 
also  is  being  improved.  One  of  the 
finest  specimens  of  the  Torrey  pine 
tree  in  the  world  is  seen  in  the  latter 
block.  This  tree  is  beautiful  in  its 
growth  and  shows  what  care,  combin- 
ed with  Coronado  climate,  will  do. 

Besides  these  two  parks  in  the  cen- 
ter of  the  city  there  are  also  Pros- 
pect park,  opposite  Tent  City,  Pomona 
Park,  on  the  east  side  of  Pomona  ave- 
nue, and  Star  park,  just  south  of  the 
business  district. 

The  parking  of  Orange  avenue  adds 
much  to  the  city's  beauty.  This  ave- 
nue is  parked  for  ten  feet  on  each  side 
of  the  track  and  the  length  of  the  en- 
tire thoroughfare  between  the  side- 
walk and  curbing  is  parked  for  a  width 
of  several  feet  The  grass  is  kept  in 
fine  condition  and  palms,  evergreens, 
eucalyptus  and  acacias  make  the  ave- 
nue still  more  attractive. 

An  extensive  system  of  tree  plant- 
ing is  followed.  The  trees  on  the  var- 
ious streets  of  the  city  have  a  uni- 
formity of  kind  and  size  that  in- 
creasea  the  beautiful  decorative 
scheme.
